As these repatriates, brought from the East, find thewjc ves 
about to bo ousted fron the Test, suspicion and even hatred is replacli • 
their friendliness and goodwill toward Anglo-Saxona. This growing hatr h. 
is nurtured by Soviet propaganda which blames the Anglo-Saxons for Polar's 
plight. 

2. The public views the Moscow Conference ns a Soviet stsneover for *imrri .i’he 

entire Polish nation believes that even if the conference succeeds in drafting 
a German treaty it will be a half measure bom of hard bargaining between Sovieti 
and Anglo-Saxons. It nay postpone the stone but will not avert it. 

S, The visit of CyrankiewiOB and Mine to Mobcow was advertised by the Gove ament 
press as a groat succo os' because it resulted in a more favorable treaty by ; 
which Poland received a loan in gold and the U83Q surrendered half of lie coal 
demands. The public, however, regards tha visit ac a mere reporting of the 
Polish Prime Minister to hie superiors in tfoacav. Only two provisions »f tbo 
treaty received popular approval: speedier return of Poles still in USSB 
camps, and reconversion of the railroad tracks to the former gauge. 

4. Thera wae no public reaction to tha Polish-Czech treaty. The conviction la 
general that both Poland and Caechoslovekia, ruled by Communist Parties ara 
merely obeying Soviet orders. 

5 Amnesty end internal stability were the pre-election slogans which secuivd a 
victory for the bloc. Although the a«esty was widely publicised end thu 
UB and Ml were told to stop tholr activities during tbe amnoaty period, the 
plan has failed to eradicate ths Underground. Failure of the plan can bs 
attributed to the following: 

(a) Ths amnesty is used by the PPR solely um a naans for revealing and 

exterminating the Underground. Members of tha Underground, aware of this 
attitude, will not Jeopardize themselves by taking advantage of the 

amneoty. 
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(b) The TO did not abide by the tens of the amnesty. It released the 
innocuous prisoners tut retained those sho aro important la their 
parties or organisations. Persona whose oases are under Investigation 
also are kept in prison. 

(o) The people hare lost all nonfl/rt<ce In the authorities and thill r 
ability to keep promises. 

6. Politically, the people have three altornntlveai
